“  HEALTH  ACT.” 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  7  of 
-T-  the  “  Health  Act,”  being  chapter  114  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council,  sitting  as  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health,  has  been  pleased'  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations : — 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  THE  SANI¬ 
TARY  CONTROL  OF  AUTO-TRAILER 
HOUSES. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations 
“  auto-trailer  house  ”  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  “  auto-trailer,”  means  a  vehicle  towed  or 
drawn  or  capable  of  being  towed  or  drawn  by 
an  automobile  or  other  means,  and  constructed 
and  equipped  for  the  occupation  and  comfort 
of  persons  while  travelling  from  one  destina¬ 
tion  to  another  on  the  public  highway. 

2.  Closets. — Closets-  on  auto-trailers  shall  be 
of  the  removable  receptacle  type,  fly-proof,  pro¬ 
vided  with  satisfactory  means  for  ventilation 
and  of  such  construction  as  will  permit  of 
proper  cleansing  and  disinfecting.  Receptacles 
or  containers  for  the  retention  of  excreta  shall 
be  of  substantial  water-tight  metal  construc¬ 
tion,  provided  with  strong  handles  so  as  to  fa¬ 
cilitate  removal  for  cleansing.  Contents  of 
containers  shall  be  regularly  treated  with  suit¬ 
able  disinfectant  or  deodorant. 

3.  Sinks  and  Wash-basins. — Sinks  or  other 
fixtures  used  for  washing  or  ablution  purposes 
on  auto-trailers  shall  be  provided  with  remov¬ 
able  water-tight  metal  containers  for  the  re¬ 
tention  of  all  liquid  waste. 

4.  Closets,  Sinks,  Wash-basins,  or  Other 
Fixtures  on  auto-trailers  which  will  or  may 
permit  discharge  of  liquid  or  solid  wastes  on 
to  the  ground  surface  are  prohibited.  All  waste 
material,  including  garbage,  refuse,  slops,  closet 
contents,  etc.,  shall  be  disposed-  of  in  such  a 
manner  as  will  prevent  nuisance  or  offence  or 
the  fouling  of  any  watercourse  or  water-supply. 
If  the  auto-trailer  is  equipped  with  running 
water  and  flush  toilet,  an  adequate  sewage  tank 
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must  be  provided-  underneath  the  body  of  the 
auto-trailer  for  the  collection  and  storage  of 
such  waste.  This  shall  be  emptied  only  into 
the  sewer-pipe  connections  or  other  approved 
methods  of  disposal  provided  by  the  municipal¬ 
ity  or  community  in  which  the  auto-trailer  is 
parked.  Disposal  of  sewage  by  any  other- 
means  is  unlawful. 

5.  All  owners  and  operators  of  tourist  camps, 
summer  resorts,  or  other  locations  where  auto¬ 
trailers  are  permitted  to  park,  shall  make  ade¬ 
quate  provision  for  the  sanitary  disposal  of  all 
solid  and  liquid  waste  from  auto-trailers  by 
burial  or  burning,  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
prevent  nuisance  and  the  spread  of  disease. 

6.  The  use  of  closets,  sinks,  basins,  or  other 
fixtures  in  auto-trailers  while  parked  in  tourist 
camps  or  other  locations  in  any  city,  town,  or 
municipality  where  plumbing  fixtures  and 
water-supply  are  provided  for  use  is  strictly 
prohibited. 

7.  No  auto-trailer  parked-  or  located  on  any 
ground  within  the  limits  of  a  municipality  shall 
be  used  as  a  permanent  or  occasional  place  of 
residence.  Every  auto-trailer  parked  within 
the  limits  of  a  municipality  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provision  of  all  local  by-laws  and  regula¬ 
tions,  and  the  regulations  under  the  “  Health 
Act.” 

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in 
these  regulations,  all  auto-trailers,  wherever' 
parked  or  located,  and  their  occupants  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  re¬ 
specting  disease  control,  and  any  other  regula¬ 
tions  under  the  “  Health  Act  ”  applicable 
thereto.

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  following  Game  Regula¬ 
tions  be  made  for  the  year  1937-38: — 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1937-38. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of 
the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  108  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
as  to  hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding,  and 
killing  of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  2  to  8,  inclusive,  of  these  regulations, 
hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as  follows: — 
For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  season 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western 
and  Eastern  Districts. 

“Western  District”  shall  mean  and  include 
all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral  District 
of  Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Skeena  covered  by  the  watershed  of 
the  Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz  Rivers. 

“  Eastern  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include 
all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Eastern  District  (Open  Seasons). 

Big  Game. 

(a.)  Moose,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Peace  River,

Wapiti  (Elk),  of  the  male  sex,  in  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie  and  Columbia 
(except  that  portion  of  the  Columbia  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the 
Columbia  River),  and  in  those  portions  of  the 
Similkameen  and  South  Okanagan  Electoral 
Districts  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  the 
Okanagan  Lake  and  River,  open  season  from 
September  15th,  1937,  to  October  31st,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

( d .)  Mountain-sheep,  of  the  male  sex,  in  that 
portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate  and  lying 
to  the  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  lat¬ 
itude,  open  season  from  August  15th,  1937,  to 
November  15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  further  portion  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying-  south  of  the  56th  parallel 
of  north  latitude  and  north  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railway,  formerly 
known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  and 
in  those  portions  of  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Cariboo  and  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  to  the 
south  of  the  Main  Chilcotin  River  and  west  of 
the  Fraser  River,  open  season  from  September 
1st,  1937,  to  November  15th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie,  Cran- 
brook,  and  Columbia,  open  season  from  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  1937,  to  October  31st,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

(e.)  Mountain- go  at,  in  the  Eastern  District, 
in  that  portion  thereof  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open 
season  from  August  15th,  1937,  to  December 
15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District  (ex¬ 
cept  the  Electoral  Districts  of  North  and  South 
Okanagan  and  Grand  Forks-Greenwood),  open 
season  from  September  1st,  1937,  to  December 
15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(/.)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodci  Bear) , 
in  the  Eastern  District,  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1937,  to  June  30th,  1938,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in  the 
Eastern  District. 

(g.)  Deer  {Mule,  White-tail,  and  Coast), 
bucks  only,  throughout  the  Eastern  District 
(except  White-tail  Deer  in  the  North  and  South 
Okanagan  and  Similkameen  Electoral  Districts, 
and  in  the  Grand  Forks-Greenwood  Electoi'al 
District  west  of  Boundary  Creek),  open  season 
from  September  15th,  1937,  to  December  15th, 
1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  there  shall  be  no  open  season 
on  any  member  of  the  Deer  family  in  those 
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portions  of  the  Eastern  District  described  as

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence 
following  the  east  and  south  banks  of  Elk  River 
to  a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction

creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Green- 
wood  Electoral  District  as  follows:  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  junction  of  Williamson  Creek  and  the 
Kettle  River;  thence  following  the  east  shore¬ 
line  of  said  river  in  a  northerly  direction  to  the 
junction  of  Kettle  River  and  Losthorse  Creek; 
thence  along  said  creek  to  its  source;  thence 
following  the  height  of  land  in  a  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  a  point  directly  east  of  an  unnamed  lake 
forming  the  source  of  Williamson  Creek;

line  of  Gun  Creek  in  a  south-easterly  direction 
to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

“  Deer  family  ”  for  the  purpose  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  mean  and  include  Moose,  Caribou, 
Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk).

Beaver  and  Muskrats,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open 
season  from  March  1st,  1938,  to  May  15th,  1938, 
both  dates  inclusive.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
Eastern  District,  open  season  from  March  1st, 
1938,  to  April  30th,  1938,  both  dates  inclusive. 


Otter  (except  Sea-otter) ,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open 
season  from  March  1st,  1938,  to  May  15th,  1938, 
both  dates  inclusive.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
Eastern  District,  open  season  from  March  1st, 
1938,  to  April  30th,  1938,  both  dates  inclusive. 

All  other  fur-bearing  animals,  throughout 
the  Eastern  District,  open  season  from  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1937,  to  February  28th,  1938,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Game  Birds. 

(i.)  Ducks  (except  Wood  and  Eider  Ducks), 
Wilson  Snipe,  Coots,  Geese,  in  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Skeena, 
Atlin,  Omineca,  Fort  George,  Peace  River,  Simil¬ 
kameen,  Salmon  Arm,  North  and  South  Okana¬ 
gan),  open  season  from  September  15th,  1937, 
to  November  15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin,  Omineca, 
Fort  George,  Peace  River,  and  that  portion  of 
the  Skeena  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying 
in  the  Eastern  District,  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1937,  to  October  31st,  1937,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Salmon  Arm, 
North  and  South  Okanagan,  and  Similkameen, 
open  season  from  October  1st,  1937,  to  Novem¬ 
ber  30th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive.

dates  inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the  East¬ 
ern  District  (except  the  Electoral  District  of 
North  Okanagan),  open  season  from  Septem¬ 
ber  15th,  1937,  to  October  15th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Grouse  ( Ruffed ,  commonly  called  Willow), 
in  the  Cariboo,  Fort  George,  Peace  River,  Om¬ 
ineca,  Skeena,  and  Atlin  Electoral  Districts, 
situate  and  lying  within  the  boundary  of  the 
Eastern  District,  open  season  from  September 
15th,  1937,  to  October  31st,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive;  in  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Kam¬ 
loops,  Salmon  Arm,  North  and  South  Okanagan, 
and  Similkameen) ,  open  season  from  September 
15th,  1937,  to  September  30th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

(k.)  Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse, 
in  the  Eastern  District,  in  those  portions  thereof 
known  as  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fort  George 
and  Peace  River  situate  and  lying  to  the  north 
and  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  in  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lillooet,  open 
season  from  September  15th,  1937,  to  October 
15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive;  in  the  Elec¬ 
toral  District  of  Salmon  Arm,  open  season  from 
October  15th,  1937,  to  October  20th,  1937,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

(/.)  California  Quail,  in  the  Eastern  District, 
in  those  portions  thereof  known  as  the  Electoral 
District  of  South  Okanagan,  and  that  portion 
of  the  Electoral  District  of  North  Okanagan 
situate  and  lying  west  of  Okanagan  Lake  and 
south  of  Whiteman  Creek,  open  season  from 
October  15th,  1937,  to  November  15th,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
California  Quail  in  the  electoral  districts  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  clause  shall,  on  the  first  three 
days  of  the  open  season — namely,  October  15th, 
1937,  to  October  17th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive 
— be  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  to  4  p.m.., 
and  during  the  remainder  of  the  open  season  on 
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each  day  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

(m.)  Pheasants,  cock  birds  only,  in  the  East¬ 
ern  District,  in  the  Electoral  District  of  South 
Okanagan;  that  portion  of  the  Similkameen 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  Allison  Creek,  the  South  Similkameen  River, 
and  the  Pasayten  River;  the  Electoral  District 
of  North  Okanagan,  and  in  the  Municipality 
and  District  Municipality  of  Salmon  Arm,  and 
all  that  tract  of  land  situate  and  lying  in  the 
Kamloops  Division  of  Yale  District — more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing 
at  the  mouth  of  Chum  Creek  near  Squilax; 
thence  up-stream  along  the  centre  line  of  said 
Chum  Creek  to  a  point  where  same  intersects 
the  northern  boundary  of  Section  23,  Township 
21,  Range  12,  west  of  the  6th  meridian;  thence 
east  along  the  north  boundary  of  Sections  23 
and  24  in  said  township  to  the  east  boundary 
of  said  township;  thence  south  along-  the  east 
boundaries  of  Townships  21,  20,  19,  18,  and  17, 
in  said  Range  12i,  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Section  30  in  Township  13,  Range  11,  west  of 
the  6th  meridian;  thence  east  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Section  25  in  said  township;  thence 
south  to  the  centre  of  the  road  between  Glen- 
ernma  and  Deep  Creek;  thence  easterly  and 
northerly  along  said  Deep  Creek  Road  to  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  Municipality  of 
Salmon  Arm;  thence  east,  north,  and  west 
along  the  boundary  of  said  Salmon  Arm  Mu¬ 
nicipality  to  the  shore  of  Salmon  Arm  of 
Shuswap  Lake;  thence  easterly  and  northerly 
through  Shuswap  Lake  to  Cinnemousun  Nar¬ 
rows;  thence  westerly  through  Shuswap  Lake 
to  point  of  commencement  — open  season  from 
October  15th,  1937,  to  November  15th,  1937, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  that  portion  of  the  Salmon 
Arm  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  north 
of  the  South  Thompson  River  and  Little  Shu¬ 
swap  Lake,  west  of  Adams  River  and  Lake  and 
south  of  Sinrnax  Creek,  and  that  further  portion 
of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District  (not  pre¬ 
viously  defined  herein)  situate  and  lying  to  the 
south  of  the  South  Thompson  River  and  Little 
Shuswap  Lake  and  west  and  south  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  District  Municipality  and 
Municipality  of  Salmon  Arm,  open  season  from 
October  15th,  1937,  to  October  31st,  1937,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  the  Electoral  District  of 
Kamloops,  open  season  from  October  15th,  1937, 
to  October  31st,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Cock  birds  only,  in  those  portions  of  the  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lillooet  situate 
and  lying  along  the  Fraser  River  from  Riske 
Creek  and  the  52nd  parallel  of  north  latitude 
on  the  north  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the

Mountain- goat,  throughout  the  Western 
District  (except  on  Vancouver  Island  and  that 
portion  situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the 
51st  parallel  of  north  latitude),  open  season 
from  September  11th,  1937,  to  December  15th, 
1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Western  District  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  open  season  from  September  11th, 
1937,  to  November  30th,  1937,  both  dates  in¬ 
clusive. 

( <7 .)  Bear  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear) , 
throughout  the  Western  District,  open  season 
from  September  11th,  1937,  to  June  30th,  1938, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in  the 
Western  District. 

(r.)  Deer  ( Mule  and  Coast),  bucks  only,  on 
Vancouver  Island,  the  Islands  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  on  Hornby,  Denman,  Gabriola,  and 
Lower  Valdes  Islands,  and  in  that  portion  of 
the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  north  of 
the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude,  open  season 
from  September  11th,  1937,  to  November  30th, 

1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Bucks  only,  throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
Western  District,  open  season  from  September 
11th,  1937,  to  December  15th,  1937,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Fur-hearing  Animals. 

( s .)  Beaver  and  Muskrats,  in  that  portion  of 
the  Western  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  (ex¬ 
cept  Queen  Charlotte  Islands),  open  season 
from  March  1st,  1938,  to  April  30th,  1938,  both 
dates  inclusive;  in  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)

National  Railway,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  shall  at  any  time  kill 
or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the 
entire  open  season  more  than  two  Mountain- 
sheep  and  two  Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District  pro¬ 
vided  with  an  open  season  on  Mountain-sheep 
and  Caribou,  no  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or 
take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the 
entire  open  season  more  than  one  Mountain- 
sheep  and  one  Caribou,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

Throughout  the  Province,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  one 
Wapiti  (Elk),  one  Moose,  all  of  the  male  sex, 
two  Grizzly  Bear  and  three  Bear  of  any  other 
species,  and  two  Mountain- go  at. 

Throughout  the  Province,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  big  game 
animals  than  the  maximum  number  permitted 
to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession  in  anv 
district. 
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In  the  Eastern  District,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
during  the  entire  open  season  more  than  two 
Doer,  and  in  the  Western  District  three  Deer, 
all  of  the  male  sex. 

Game  Birds. 

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter 
designated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily 
bag  limit  hereinafter  set  out  respectively;  nor 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (except  Prairie- 
chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse)  :  Daily  bag 
limit,  6  of  one  species  or  12  of  all  species;  total 
bag  limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

Prairie-chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse:  In 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fort  George  and  Peace 
River — Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag  limit,  50. 
In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lil- 
looet — Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total  bag  limit,  15. 
In  the  Electoral  District  of  Salmon  Arm — 
Daily  bag  limit,  2;  total  bag  limit,  8. 

European  Partridge,  in  the  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts  of  Salmon  Arm,  Kamloops,  North  and 
South  Okanagan:  Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total  bag 
limit,  15.  In  the  Electoral  District  of  Nelson- 
Creston  (one  day  open  season  allowed  only)  : 
Total  bag  limit,  2. 

Western  District. 

Pheasants  (cock  birds  only)  :  Daily  bag  limit, 
3;  total  bag  limit,  20. 

Grouse:  Daily  bag  limit,  6  of  all  species; 
total  bag  limit,  24  of  all  species. 

Ptarmigan:  Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag 
limit,  24. 

California  Quail:  Daily  bag  limit,  TO;  total 
bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. 

Ducks  (except  Wood  and  Eider  Ducks)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  12  in  the  aggregate;  total  bag 
limit,  125  in  the  aggregate. 

Geese  and  Brant:  Daily  bag  limit,  5  in  the 
aggregate;  total  bag  limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

Wilson  or  Jack  Snipe:  Daily  bag  limit,  15; 
total  bag  limit,  100. 

Coots:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag  limit, 
150. 

Band-tailed  Pigeons  (Western  District  only)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  TO;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed  or  taken. 

2.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection 
(1)  of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act”  as  to  the 
buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  ai-e  hereby  removed  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  and  within  the  periods  and  the  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out, 
as  follows: — ■ 

(a.)  Moose  and  Caribou,  bulls  over  one  year 
old,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and 
Omineca,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st,  1937,  to  December 
15th,  1937,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(b.)  Bear  (except  White  or  ICermodei  Bear), 
in  the  Eastern  District,  from  September  1st, 
1937,  to  June  30th,  1938,  both  dates  inclusive; 
in  the  Western  District,  from  September  11th’ 
1937,  to  June  30th,  1938,  both  dates  inclusive! 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  or  portion 
thereof  be  sold  in  any  part  of  the  Province 
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3.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of 
the  Province,  namely: — 

(a.)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District. 

( b .)  Those  portions  of  the  Burnaby  Electoral 
District  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and  in  the 
Dewdney  Electoral  District  in  the  vicinity  of 
Harrison  Hot  Springs,  more  particularly 
described  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the 
mouth  of  an  unnamed  slough  entering  Harrison 
Lake  west  of  the  Harrison  Hot  Springs  Hotel;

That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described1  as  follows:  “  Between  high- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line 
drawn  as  follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  City  of  Na¬ 
naimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westerly  point  of  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island 
in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direction 
to  the  most  easterly  point  of  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection 
Island;  thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows 
Point  on  Protection  Island;  thence  to  Jack’s 
Point  on  Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a  west¬ 
erly  direction  to  Stevens  and  Wright’s  Shingle- 
mill  on  Vancouver  Island.” 

( e .)  That  portion  of  Nelson-Creston  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows  :  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence 
following  the  Duhamel  or  6-Mile  Creek  Road  to 
the  intersection  of  the  said  Duhamel  Creek 
Road  with  the  First  West  Fork  of  Duhamel 
Creek;  thence  following  the  said  West  Fork  to 
its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  fol¬ 
lowing  the  divide  between  Duhamel  Creek  and 
the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake  and  Groham 
Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groham  Creek: 
thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake

That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna 
known  as  Lot  “  M,”  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Division 
of  Yale  District.  (Comprising  land  surround¬ 
ing  trout-ponds  near  Kelowna  and  operated 
under  subsidy  by  the  Kelowna  Rod  and  Gun 
Club.) 

(g.)  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Elec¬ 
toral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Sicamous,  and 
commonly  known  as  Sicamous  Narrows,  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:  “  Commenc¬ 
ing  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  525;  thence 
north  along  the  western  shore-line  of  Sicamous 
Narrows  to  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway;  thence  east  along  said  rail¬ 
way  to  the  east  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Nar¬ 
rows;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  following 
the  east  shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  452;  thence  in  a 
straight  line  across  Sicamous  Narrows  to  the 
point  of  commencement.”

That  portion  of  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark,  lying  north  of  a  straight  line 
running  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the  near¬ 
est  point  on  the  west  shore-line  of  said  harbour. 

4.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  attempt 
to  kill  any  Pheasant,  Partridge  or  Quail  with 
a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in  section  2  of  the 
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“  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in  any  field  or 
on  or  over  any  cultivated  land  by  using  an  auto¬ 
mobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon. 

5.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or 
having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants, 
Prairie-chicken  (Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Par¬ 
tridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

6.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  the  use  of  tracer  bullets  or 
tracer  shot  shells  is  prohibited. 

The  killing,  taking,  or  trapping  of  fur-bear¬ 
ing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  person  shall  kill,  attempt  to  kill,  or 
hunt  any  migratory  game  birds  by  the  use  of 
baiting,  whether  being  carried  on  at  the  time 
or  that  has  been  carried  on  at  any  time  of  the 
year;  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  regulation 
baiting  shall  be  interpreted  as  the  attracting 
of  such  birds  by  the  aid  of  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or 
other  grain  or  products  thereof,  or  any  other 
food  placed  to  decoy  the  said  birds:  Provided, 
however,  that  the  feeding  of  migratory  game 
birds  in  any  manner  in  areas  where  hunting 
is  at  all  times  prohibited  by  law,  or  the  plant¬ 
ing  of  food-plants  or  their  seeds  in  any  place, 
are  not  prohibited.  Further,  the  use  of  live 
decoys  in  the  hunting  or  taking  of  any  migra¬ 
tory  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

8.  There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game  other 
than  in  the  open  districts  and  during  the 
periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations. 
The  electoral  districts  referred  to  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  March  31st,  1937.

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.
